A Majority Were Heavily Armed aud 
lf Blood Doesn't Flow It W ill 
He a Wondcr. 


Pocatello, Idaho. June IS.—Exactly 
at noon yesterday I .SOO men and boys 
of all ages rushtnl across the line of 
the ceded Fort Hole reservation and 
disappt ar* .1 In a cloud of dust in th»-ir 
mad rush .for homestead and mineral 
lands 
Most of them were mounted on 
horses and ponies, a m ajority heavily 
armed. 
Probably a thousand persons 
departed later with pack animals. Be 
fore 2 o’clock Pocatello was practical­ 
ly deserted. 
Many signs of trouble 
were apparent before the starting sig­ 
nal was given. 
In scores of instances 
it was Known that three or more in­ 
tended to locate on the sam e piece of 
land. 
The boundary line of the ceded por­ 
tion of the reservation opened to set­ 
tlem ent was lined for miles yesterday 
morning with people awaiting the hour 
of noon. 
AU morning Pocatello had 
been surrounded by people, but the 
larger proportion 
gathered 
on 
the 
“Hoglack." a mile southeast of the 
city, and it was from this point that 
the great rush took place. It began at 
a whistle signal from tho Oregon Short 
Line shops. 
The special trains over the Oregon 
Short Line railroad from McCammon, 
the southern 
portion of the ceded 
lands, to Blackfoot, run for the benefit 
of those who wished to make entries 
at the land office at Blackfoot, arrived 
'a t tho latter place late in the after­ 
noon. The nearest point to the ceded 
portion is l l miles from Blackfoot, 
and only a hundred or so arrived ahead 
of the special train, though many a t­ 
tempted to do 30 with relays of horses. 
At Blackfoot every arrangem ent had 
been made to hail lie the crowds, and 
the municipal and county authorities 
put on a large num ber of depuHes to 
preserve order, 
i J. It. Mullen and F. E.

Pocatello, were 
the first to reach 
Blackfoot. 
Only 
27 filings were made 
yesterday. 
The 
filing of one claim 
was completed before another was 
taken up and the work was necessarily 
slow'.
